I he idea of an agreement for the limitation of armaments on the 
Great Lakes was suggested by Washington, but nothing was done until 
the administration of James Munroe, when an agreement was entered 
into, in 1817, by which both Great Britain and the United States agreed 
to maintain armaments there sufficient only for enfoicement of revenue 
laws. 
That agreement has been strictly observed, military burdens 
have been lightened, and a closer feeling of friendship between the 
United States and Canada has been developed. 
President Harding and his associates, however, deserve much 
credit for putting an old idea into practical effect. 


AMERICAN DIRIGIBLES. 


It has been virtually decided by the War arid Navy Departments 
that further experimentation with lighter than air machines shall be 
solely with those of American manufacture. 
A dirigible of American 
design and construction is now in process of assembly at Lakehurst, 
New Jersey. 
It is similar in size lo the ill-fated ZR-2 that collapsed in 
England, but contains none of the structural defects that were respon­ 
sible for that catastrophe. 
Furthermore, no more dirigibles will be 
sent aloft unless filld w'ith helium. 
In this connection we notice that Secretary of War Weeks takes 
occasion to refute the charge that has appeared in the press to the 
effect that Congress refused an appropriation for the operation of the 
helium plant, and therefore should be held responsible for the wreck 
of the Roma. 
As a matter of fact. Congress appropriated $250,000 
for the production of helium, all that was asked by the air service, and 
there was enough on hand to have lilied the Roma.
